THE STOCK CRAZE, 


The New York Steck Exchange the Scene 
of Intense Excitement. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—The Stock Exchange 
during the torenoon was the scene of intense 
excitement, and the stock market came nearer 
to apanic than at any time during the decline 
of twenty to fifty points in the last eight 
or ten weeks. The tone of the 
market yesterday was worse than quotations 
made it appear, and at the opening ot business 
to-day the street was prepared tor anything to 
happen. It was, therefore, the casiest of tasks 
to knock prices down—no failures having oc- 
curred or been foreshadowed. The stock mar- 
ket began to steady a little before noon, 
and there has since been an upward 
turn of X@6 per cent, the latter Jersey 
“Central. There is surprise expressed that in 


the great decline to-day and fromthe figures 
of early March not amember of the Stock Ex- 
change nor any speculator of consequence has 
failed, Thousands’ of small specus- 
lators have lost all they had, but there 
ig not on the whole record of the 
Stock Enchange so great a fallin prices as has 
occurred witbin the lust ten weeks unattend- 
ed with any importang failure. Goverament 
bonds and choicest raflroad investments are 
not affected by the craze; but speculative 
bonds bob about Jike cork on a boiling sea.

CURIOUS PEOPLE. 


earance and Habits of the Natives 
oe of Okefinokee. 


[Tallahassee (Fla.) Cor. of the New York Sun.] 


During « twelve months’ sojourn in the 
South 1 bave encountered some curious peo- 
le, None, perbaps, are more so than those 
ound in what I shall call the Crewes settle- 
ment (accent on the last syllable of 
settlement according to Cracker ver- 
macular). The St. Mary’s is the di- 
viding line between Florida and Georgia 
from the Atlantic Ocean to the Okefinokee 
Swamp, the source of the river. From the 
southeastern side of the Okefinokee the St. 
Mary’s runs almost directly south, ‘thence 


east, thence north, and thence east 
again to Cumberland Sound. The land 
enclosed by this bend of the stream 


* is in Georgia. My business was in the north- 


ern tier of Florida counties, andin order to 
shorten the distance I crossed the St. Mary’s 
from Nassau county, Florida, into Georgia, 
and again from Georgia into Baker county. 
The Crewes settlement is on this neck of land 
in Georgia. lying between two counties of 
Florida. The St. Mary’s River—a stream 
without banks and overflowing the country 
for miles on each side of its course—bounds 
the settlement on three sides,and the Oketino- 
kee Swamp onthe fourth. A more isolated 
country can scarcely be found within the 
reach of an ordinary traveler. Its inhabitants 
never go from home, and the only strangers 
they see ave such as chance throws among 
them. 
A year ago a party of surveyors engaged in 
locating the boundary line between Georgia 
and Florida penetrated the swamp from the 
west to this séttlement. 


the Indians—with awe mingled with admira- 
tion. My party broke into the settlement 
from the east. Wehadno compass nor en- 
gineer’s level to excite curiosity, but our 
horses, covered wagons and tents were much 
admired. These people said that they had 
never ‘*‘iaid eyes on such fine beasts.’’ When 
the contents of our larder were exhibited they 
stood about in speechless amazement. It was 


the tirst time they had seen meat and vegeta- 


bles in cans, and they picked up the empty 
and discarded vessels as trophies to be pre- 
served. They were not long, however, in 
making themselves familiar. Their timidity 
vanished, and they showed a »oldness of de- 
meanor and an apparent disposition to give 
us the full benefit of their society and conver- 
sationa!l charms. ‘Their views were freely ex- 
pressed on all subjects within the range of 
their knowledge. They boasted of their iso- 
tation, and took pride in the relation of their 
social status. 

From their revelations I learned that in one 
respect they are Jike the children of heaven, 
‘neither marry nor are given in marriage.’’ 
Neitber are theties of consanguinity regarded. 
Therelation of the different members of the 
community to each other would be more ditti- 
cult of solution than the puzzle in the 
came of fifteen. One young woman, descant- 
ing on the puritv of her strain, exclaimed, in 
exultation: ‘*Il am a Crewes, my father was a 
(rewes, mv mother was a Crewes, and I am 
a Crewes ail over. ”’ 

There are no churches or spiritual teachers 
among this people, no schools, no husbands 
ror wives, no families in wedlock, no ideas of 
virtue above those of the untutored savage. 
Yet with all this laxity of morals these peopie 
willnot steal. There were opportunities for 
pilfering in our camp, but we lost nothing. 
‘i pey tive together harmoniously, are perfect- 
iy contented with their condition, and have 
no desire to change, unless it would be to ob- 
tain more tobacco, whisky and bacon, with 
iss CXertion than is now required. These 
ihree articles do not spoil by keeping, and 
are desired above all others. lLIlatters, milli- 
ners and shoe dealers would find no customers 
here, except amongthe oider men and wo- 
men. The young people indulge in no such 
extra\sgance as tne wearing of coverings for 
the feet and head. As years are added to 
full-grown menand women, broad-brimmed 
hats and long bonnets are assumed, and later 
1 life shoes are givenapilacein the individu- 
a! wardrobe. 

On another occasion our party encountered 
a Sunday procession that for oddity of ap- 
pearance and for an enduring piace in memo- 
ry has noequal anywhere on this globe. We 
had explored the country about Punta Rosa, 
Oyster Bay, and Corkscrew River down‘to 
Big Cypress Swamp, and were on the return 
northward toward Fort Thompson. We were 
anxious to get across the Caloosahatchee be- 
fore the beginning of the rainy season, and 
with this object in view were forced to make 
a Sabbath day’s journey toward the Mount 
Zion of a promised land somewhere north of 
that stream. The procession above mention- 
ed was headed by a man on horseback with- 
out saddle or bridle. He hada pipe in his 
mouth, achild in his arms, and another be- 
hind him. He was followed by a woman rid- 
ing a mule man fashion. She had a deer skin 
for a saddie, held a pipe in her 
mouth, and had one child at her 
breast and another behind her. She wore the 
avby, plujeciipg sunbonnet peculiar to the 
< récker varb, but her feet were ina state of 
‘the rear of this procession was 
}roucht up by another Woman astride of 4 
jackuss having tbe longest pair of ears we had 
“het encountered in this semi-tropical region, 
“4 here most things are rank in their growth. 
Like the one in front of her, she had a child 
both in front and rear, was guiltless of 
hosiery or gaiters, aml smoked a pipe. The 
jeader of our party rode a spirited mare, who 
had Vebaved very well until this novel caval- 
cade hove in sight. He got past the horse and 
mule without much difficulty, but when he 
came opposite the beast with the luxuriant 
ears his mare Eonee into the undergrowth, 
und, although an old trooper, he could not 
r gain the road until the object of fright was 
out of view. 

We had a brief and illustrative conversation 
with these native Fioridians. As we ap- 
} reached them we bade them good morning. 

**Mornin’,’’ was the reply. ‘*Whar mout 
you’uns be goin’:”’ 

They were informed. 

* VV nat mout be your business down huah”?’ 

As it would bave been impossible to have 
made him understand what we were doing 
au €Vasive answer was returned. The first 
Woman, ws she rode up, accosted us: 

‘Mornin’, people,” and then to one of our 
party in the second wagon: “What mout 
your name be’’’ 

The scene provoked us to laughter, but not 
a dimple of mirth disturbed the stolidity of a 
4 rescker countenance. We inquired the road 
to Fort Derand. more for the purpose of hay- 
ing something tosay than anything else, and 


‘were answered about to this effect: 


**You go up buab a piece, and then turn off 
thar-a-way, and goto Lake B’argrass: thar 
the road’s plain ail ther way.’’ 

We moved on, keeping our eves some time 
tothe rear.

Cincinnati contains a number of very long 
alleys redolent of shops, wooden shanties, 
squalor, negroes, poor whites, and a fair 
chance for a bucket of domestic debris from 
up stairs on one’s head. Barges full of coal 
lie by the acrein the river. The coal wagon 
here is built 7. ofaseries of flaps, let down 
by hinges and held up by hooks. Each story, 
so to speak, holds a certain number of bush- 
els. Posters, *‘For President, U. S. Grant,’’ 
and ditto for John Sherman, stretch across 
some of the streets and look weather-worn. 
Gas $1 90 per 1,000. There are just lager 
beer shops enough to supply the needs of the 
people. Washing of front doorsteps is vigor- 
ous on Saturdays. Old-fashioned loads of 
impressed hay stand in the market place wait- 
ing for customers. Neat baths and roomy 
bath-rooms for ladies and gentlemen, twenty 
cents. These are attached to laundries. A 
good idea, sjnce the laundry has advantages 
in furnishing its own hot water and clean 
towels. Singular that with such great rivers 
and water power hot water, soap and towels 
should still remain comparatively scarce and 
in America. Every 
large English town has its public bath-houses 
where a plain, clean, warm bath costs four 
cents and the highest-priced tweive, and 
thousands of grimy workmen patronize them. 

Owing to the prevailing smokiness and soot 
the cats of Cincinnati have abandoned all ef- 
fortto keep clean. It’s too large a contract. 
However, a purely black cat here has an easy 
and contented existence, since her color is in 
harmony with the cause which ruins the fur 
of a white cat. It’s an ill wind which blows 
a Cincinnati cat no good. Cincinnati has fine 
suburban and semij-suburban residences at 
either end, though tbe upper extrentity on 
the Ohio seems its ‘*‘West” and best end. La- 
borers on the public works takea half-past 
nine o’clock lunch in the morni The ledge 
on which Cincinnati is built liés in layers, and 
can be quarried out with pick and crowbar. 
It furnishes a portion o& their building stone 
and material for gutters, and can be quarried 
in layers, ready made, of varicus thickness. 
Many of the largersStores run directly through 
the block, thus furnishing long perspectives of 
dry goods orgroceries. Twenty-six railway 
lines center here. The barbers seem consci- 
ehtious, shave with searching care, do not 
prophesy baldness, advise no tonics and 
charge ten cents. The 5-cent cigar of Cincin- 
nati equals the 10-cent one of New York. It’s 
nearer the Virginia, Southern Pennsylvania 
and Kentucky tobacco patches and gains 


strength \from such contiguity. A 25- 
cent meal here gives more than 50 
cents in New York. The Cine nnatians 


do not renew the half-effaced names and 
numbers of their streets onthe public lamp- 
shades for a purpose. Hunting for streets 
loses time for the stranger and thus Keeps him 
a day or two longer in town to swell the reve- 
nues of the city. The milkmen label their 
lacteal carts with ‘‘Genuine Milk,’’ a practice 
peculiar to al] large cities and one never fol- 
lowed bythe rural milkman. Grocery eggs 
here may be relied on for freshness. All the 
old, musty eggs in the United States goto 
New York. ‘*Pure Crab Cider” is a frequent 
notice seen about town. Hackmen placea 
square, shallow feeding box at the end of the 
carriage pole for the equine noon lunch. The 
new custom-house is permanently unfin- 
ished, as is the case with so many new United 
States Custom-houses. It has been in course 
of erection for five years and waiting for 
appropriations. Externally it will, when fin- 
ished, never be spick and span new, since the 
sme@ke of Cincinnati has already made per- 
manent deposits and claimed it for its own, 
The interior corridor of Pike’s Opera-house 
is filled with lawyer’s and otner offices, and 
the headquarters ofalarge and flourishing 
cemetery meets the eye ere one is out ofthe 
theater. 

Water rates here for families “by the 
room.” Two-roomed family $1 50 per year. 
More rooms more tax. Ali drinking water 
pumped from the Ohio, Muddy, more or 
less, sediments a good deal, and decidedly 
cathartic inits first effect on strangers.

DEATH TO WOMEN.

The Danger Lurking in Artificial Flow- 
ers and Tobacco Shops. 
{From the New York Post. | 


Women whose daily work is laden with slow 
death are many in New ork City. Mr. Ride- 
ing describes the dangers suffered by the arti- 
ficial flower-makers, the gold leaf workers, 
the button gilders, the cigar makers and ludi- 
fer match makers. In large manufactories 
of artificial flowers, he says, the ventilation 
is usually sufficient, and precautions are 
taken to prevent the inhalation of isonous 
colors. ut nearly ail the brilliant leaves are 
made in the artisan’s own home—a back room 
or attic devoted to all the purposes of exist- 
ence—and the arsenic that produces the 
spring-like vividness of color is diffused in 
the atmosphere and absorbed by the system. 
The fabric from which the leaves are cut 
is colored in the piece, Paris 
preee cold water and starch or gum arabic 

eing used for the purpose. This liquid is 
spread by the fingers over lengths of fine cali- 
co or muslin, which are afterward beaten or 
kneaded by band until thev have an even tint. 
They are then spread out in framés to dry, 
and are next cut and shaded, the final process 
being their immersion in warm wax and the 
removal of any loose coloruponthem.

SIILL ALIVE. 


A Supposed Murdered Man Turns up in 
the Flesh. 
[Huntington (W. Va.) Special Dispatch. |] 
On the 7th of December last, shortly after 
dark, John Vandyke, Elliott Webb and Isaac 
Hollis came up from the riverintotown and 
reported that while they and Wm. Shuck 
were crossing, the boat upset and Shuck was 
drowned. Sbuck’s wife, who lives at Arabia. 
Ohio, came over a few days after and offered 
a reward of $200 forthe body. A diligent 
search was made, but no body was found. A 
month or so after a body was found near Asb- 
land, which Mrs. Shuck identified as the 
husband, and him « buried.

Circumstances also led the authorities here to 
think that Vandyke, Webb and Hoilis might 
bave murdered Shuck in order to secure a 
sbare of the insurance money from his wife. 
They were arrested, and after a preliminary 
examination sent to jail in default of bail, to 
await trial at the Circuit Court.. They have 
been cosfined ever since on the charge of 
murder, and no conclusive evidence being at 
band, and having no money to fee attorneys, 
the epee was flattering for life imprison- 
p.ent. 
e City Marshal Donnella of this place has al! 
along said, if authurized, he could produce 
Shuck alive. Prosecuting Attorney Thomp- 
son of this county authorized him to hunt for 
Shuck, and last Friday Donnella started for 
Ohio on his mission, going first to Shuck’s 
former home, and securing the assistance of 
Shuck’a wife’s brother. They then proceeded 
to Hay Hollow, where Shuck was found 
alive and well, living with his wife under the 
assumed name of William Sweney. They ar- 
rived. at the house at a late hour in the 
night, and found only four women igside 
when permitted to enter, Shuck having been 
let down through the floorin orderto make 
his escape while the officers were searching 
the house. Two men were left outside while 
Donnella searched the house, and one watcher 
saw Shuck crawling out of a hole by the 
chimney and called for assistance, and hit 
bim in the face with a stone, knocking him 
down and securing him. He was taken to 
the light and recognized as the right man, 
and permitted to go, Donnella having no 
suthority to bring him along. The men con- 
fined in jail for his murder will now be re- 
leased and the county saved the expense of 
prosecuting them.

It is hardly worth while to make a cal- 
culation which elects a Democratic candi- 
date for President and omits the thirty- 
five’ electora! votes of New York State. 
Victory in that State is absolutely essen- 
tial to Democratic hopes. In 1876, when 
Mr. Tilden had the united support of John 
Kelly and the Tammany crowd, he carried 
the State by 26,568 majority. In 1879 
Kelly, as opposed to Tilden’s man Robin- 
son, polled over 70,000 votes, and Cornell, 
the Republican candidate, was elected by a 
plurality of ahgut 35,000. The war of Til- 
den upon Kelly has absolved the latter from 
all allegiance, and if Tilden is the nominee 
this year Kelly will most certainly oppose 
him. The result can easily be foreshadowed. 
These facts should be carefully considered 
by the representatives of the Missouri Dem- 
ocracy at Moberly to-day and to-morrow. 


NOT FOR TILDEN. 

At Moberly to-morrow the Democracy of 
the great State of Missouri will prepare to 
make its voice heard in the national council 
of the party at Cincinnati. Strange to say, 
alot of soi. disant leaders of the manikin 
order have been engaged for months and: 
are now engaged in an attempt to commit 
the party to the service of Mr. Samuel J.. 
Tilden in his second effort to obtain the 
Presidency. We have too much confidence 
in the wisdom of the party in this State to 
believe for one moment that it will com- 
mit this mid-summer folly. 

We oppose Mr. Tilden’s nomination up- 
on grounds entirely other than personal. 
Leaving out ofthe question his physical 
condition, his sordid nature and the thou- 
sand things which are urged against his 
methods, his habits and his entourage, we 
hold him to be aman colossally unfitted 
to lead the Democracy in the approaching 
contest. Grant is certain to be the nomi- 
nee of the Republican party. Three- 
fourths of the conspirators who are clam- 
oring for his nomination base their sup- 
port upon the fact that he 1s a man of arbi- 
trary military schooling, strong will 
and brutal disrespect for all forms 
at variance with his desires, and they 
expect him to assume the Presidency 
whether he is fairly elected or not. The 
Democrats learned four years ago that it is 
one thing to elect a President and another 
thing to inaugurate him. They must have 
this year a man of character and determina- 
tion, who will inspire thé belief that he 
will assert the rights of the party in a great 
emergency. The man who seeks the Presi- 
dency through a lawsuit is not wanted. Mr. 
Tilden was tried in one great’ crisis and he 
was not equal to it. He is four years older 
now, more cautious and more indisposed to 
turmoil than he was then. 

Admitting that there is a heroic senti- 
ment in the Democratic party—and it is to 
this that Mr. Tilden owes his following 
more than to aught else—that the defrauded 
nominee of the party in 1876 is entitled to 
the support of the party again, and the 
question arises whether the party has a 
rizht to make a sacrifice at this time. We 
say not. The very existence of the organ- 
ization depends on this election, and it is, 
therefore, no season for mawkish senti- 
mentality. The question of availability 
should alone be considered after sound 
principle. 

Mr. Tilden not an available man. 
Of all the candidates named he 
is the least available. As against Grant, 
he would not be able to carry a Northern 
State. Yea, more; he would probably lose 
three or four of the Southern States which 
rightfully belong to the Democratic party. 
The reform prestige which Mr. Tilden se- 
cured as Governor of New York is as dead 
now asthe harp which hangs on Tara’s 
walls. He has split the party in the Em- 
pire State in twain and it would be utterly 
impossible for him to carry it as against 
Grant. Tifty thousand voters belonging to 
the Kelly faction stand ready to revenge 
themselves upon him at the polls at the 
first opportunity. It would be folly to se- 
lecta New York man forthe fourth suc- 
cessive time when he is powerless to carry 
his own State. 

The renomination of Mr. Tilden would 
necessarily involve the regalvanization of 
the Fraud issue. We have tried that most 
effectually. Since the fraud cry was rijsed 
the party has steadily lost ground in C 
gress. We have lost in New York, N 
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Jersey, Connecticut, Ohio, Pennsylvania, ! 
and nearly every Northern State since the 
gonfalon of Fraud was given to the breeze. 
The grievances of the party ia this partic- 
ular have been canvassed at every State 
election since 1876, but without satisfactory 
results. 

The day that witnesses the renomination 
of Tilden sees the Democratic party thrown 
upon the defensive. With a clean, bold 
leader the Democrats can wage an agres- 
sive war this year against Grant. The rec- 
ord of his eight years of infamous admin- 
istration can be effectually handled if there 
are no impedimenta in the shape of a Demo- 
cratic baggage train full of cipher dispatch- 
es and court transcripts. . 

If there is any substantial opposition to 
the third term heresy in the Republican 
party the Democrats must be prepared in 
this contest to take advantage of it. They 
must have a candidate who can command 
the respect, the confidence and the suffrag- 
es of that very respectable element. Mr. 
Tilden, as everybody knows, is not the 
man to draw Republican votes. No prom- 
inent Democrat in the land is so bitterly 
opposed inside his own party. Werecog- 
nize his sagacity,’ his experience and his 
skill as a political organizer, and, yet, for 
the reasons we have given, we hold him to 


| be the weakest man who could be pomin- | 


ated among all who are named. His re 
pomination would fall like a Newfoundland 
fog upon the country. 

Missouri should send a delegation of un" 
instructed representative Democrats to 
Cincinnati—men who will listen to argu- 
ment and reason, and who, after a 
thorough canvass of the possibllities, 
will cast the vote of the State 
for the candidate most likely to 
lead the party to success. As we have al- 
ready said, this is no time for sentiment- 
ality. Impulse must give way to sober 
reason. Weare confident that when the 
men at Moberly calmly consider the situa- 
tion they will promptly put a quietus upon 
the wild scheme to deliver this State, hand 
and foot, to the Tilden managers.

DREYER’S —— 


The Cashier of the Defunct Farmers’ and 
Traders’ Savings Institution on Trial for 
Embezzlement. 


The trial of Rudolph H. Dreyer, on the 
charge of embezzling $60,000 from the late 
Farmers’ and Traders’ Savings Bank, of which 
hejwas cashier, was resumed in the Criminal 
Court. this morning. Mr. Charies L. Kraft, 
who was the president of the bank, was 
the only witness examined. He stated: 
‘*The directors of the institution 
in 1874 were J. A. Schwable, 
R. Boening, Thomas Long, M. Obrecht, 


H. Glotz, H. C. Hart and myself, I don’t know 
whether tbe committee on discount met 
every week ornot, orthatany statement was 
submitted to them. Ifanv examination had 
been made by the committee I would know. I 
heard reports thatthe accounts were correct, 
but whence they emanated I never ascertained. 
I saw some reports which had been madeby 
Mr. Dreyer, but whenl was assignee I never 
got any in my possession. An eXumination ot 
the books was made after the bank had closed. 
I can not tellhow often the committee on 
discounts met, nor do | know who were 
on the committee. IL bad very littl time 
in which I could learn ‘sueh things. Some pa- 
pers were handed me for inspection, but not 
all. I bought paper myself, and was authoriz. 
ed to do so by the board of directors. I was 
never given to understand that all paper which 
came to us for discount was properly passed 
on. Some ofthe directors had their papers 
discounted. Wetried to reduce our stock from 
$75,000 to a less amount; $37,000 was paid in 
by the stockholders. 

‘*‘Mr. D. J. Blanke wasin the bank building 
on Feoruary 4, 1576, but during the time that 
we drove around with Dreyer after the discov- 
ery of his defalcation I never saw Blanke, but 
I wasintormed that Blanke was desirous of 
having Dreyer arrested. Mr. Dreyer gave 
bonds in the sum of $5,000, and I accompanied 
him to the residences of his triends in order to 
haveitsigned. lIneversaw any paper for a 
bond in $50,000. Wheathe latter bond was 
spoken of we had an informal 
meeting. It was referred to by Mr. Dreyer, 
who afterward put off the giving of a bond for 
the faithful discharge of his duties as cashier, 
and when questioned about it always said that 
be was awaitingthe retura of Mr. Wells, who 
was abseat from the city. 

‘*In October, 18751 found that Dreyer had 
no bond. The securities on the old bond were 
Hudson E. Bridge, E. Wells, J. W. Kern, 
Meyer Thomas and others. The bank had 
a note of Dreyer’s for $2,500. 
The sum duetodepositorsonthe bank was 
$52,000, and an overdraftin the Mercantile 
Bank amounted to $14,000. In the Mercantile 
Bank we always kept between $20,000 and 
$50,00u.’’ The witness was then dismissed. 

The trial will be continued this afternoon 
and to-morrow. Dreyer is under $5,000 bond. 


ATTEMPTED SUICIDE. 


A St. Louis Traveler Tries to Shuffle off the 
Mortal Coil in New York City. 

NEW YORK, May 25.—The following special 
dispstch was received this afternoon: 

H. Sonemann, a St. Louis watchmaker,who 
attempted to kill himself last night byinhaling 
chloroform, is reported insane, and has been 
sent to the Belleyue Hospital, 

A reporter called on Mr. W. E. Beckman, of 
No. 708 South Fourth street, of whom Sone- 
mann rented a room for several years, and 
from that gentieman and some of 
Sonemann’s associates learned the following: 
Henry Sonemann is a native ot Hanover, 
and is about forty years of age. He arrived 
in this country when a young man, and being 
an excellent jeweler, soon amassed considera- 
ble money. He was engaged in business for 
himeelf in New Orleans, where he had a 
large store. He afterwards tollowed his busi- 
ness in Leavenworth, Kansas, coming fo St. 
Louis in 1876. He at once secured employ- 
ment at Mermod, Jaccard & Co.’s, which posi- 
tion he retained until he lett St. Louis. He 
wae of an excitable disposition, and was thor- 
ovghbly imbued with communistic principles, 
which he advocated onall occasions, thouch 
be took no prominent part in public. 
He was a man of considerable literary at- 
tainments,ana frequently coutributed articles 
to the German presa of this and other cities. 
He left St. Louis about two weeks ago, ceasi 
work on account of a disagreement with his 
employers concerning his salary. He has an 
uncle in this city and anotherin Leavenworth, 
Kes. He bad been unwell tor a long time. 
Dr. Schwartz, of this city, attended him in his 
sickness.
